and. 
in the case of the three below, direct ancestors of today's Stars and Stripes as described 


in "Flags of All Nations." by Cleveland H. Smith and Gertrude A. Taylor. During the Revolution 
the colonies had their own flags. One of the most popular symbols was the pine tree used in many 
variations, two of which are pictured above. At left is the Massachusetts Navy flag, almost identical 
with that used on Washington's six warships. Next to it is the Bunker Hill flag, with the red cross 
of St. George in the canton and a pine tree in the corner of the cross At upper right is the Bedford 
fins, earned by the Minute Men of that city at the battle of* Concord. First real ancestor of our 
present national flag is the Grand Union flag, at lower left, flown over Washington's headquarters 
near Cambridge on January 1. 1776. Use of the British Union Jack indicates that the colonists 
then had no thought of separating from the mother country. But after the Declaration of Independ-' 
ence, the Union Jack was ousted and the first United States flag, center, below made by Betsy Ross 
appeared. It was made official by the first Flag Act, June, 1777. Admission of two new states called 
forth the second Flag Act, creating a flag with 15 stripes. This was the "Star-Spangled Banner" that 
flew over Fort McHenry in September, 1814, and inspired Francis Scott Key. As the country grew 
the practice of adding a stripe for every new state was obviously impractical, so the third Flag Act 


was pa33ed, Aps.l 4. 1818, calling for the addition of a star for every new state.

In the war with Mexico a. cen- 


tury ago 50 American deserters 
were rounded 
up and 
executed 


when General Winfield Scott took 
Mexico City, but the records are 
blurred on the point whether they 
were hanged en masse. 


The Sioux went on the warpath 


in the summer of 1862 when the 


federal government, busy at the 
moment \vith trying to hold the 
Union together, failed to provide 
sufficient food and funds to the 
Indians.

New Orleans shipbuilder, stirred 
the troubled waters of Argentine- 
American relations a little more 
by an interview which he granted 
in Buenos Aires, where he was a 
guest at Gen. Juan Peron's inaug- 
uration as Argentina's president. 


Mr. Higgins apologized to the 


Peronistas for former Ambassador 
Spruille Braden and for the Amer- 
ican press. Despite the fact that 
Mr, Higgins had just flown in, 
while Mr. Braden and several 
American reporters had viewed 
the 
Argentine 
scene 
at 
close 


range for some time, it appeared 
that the latter had been wrong in 
suggesting that General Peron 
might be a dictator. And not only 
wrong, but deliberately wrong. 


Mr. Higgins credited deteriorat- 


ing relations between the 
two 


countries to "controlled reports" 
in the American press. 
He said 


that "the American public is not 
by any means satisfied with the 
'doctored' reports appearing in the 
American press."
